1 .Applicant's arguments pertains to limitations that are not being entered for the reasons given above. 

2. Note, that Applicant's arguments related to prior art of record based on alleged deficiency of each individual reference. 
In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1 981 ); In 
re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Applicant stated that Fujita is silent regarding presence of specific catalyst claimed by Applicant. Note, that Fujiata as primary reference 
does not need disclose all elements claimed by Applicant. However, combination of Fujita with Yamamoto and Kowallik does teach 
substantially same catalyst and all other elements claimed by of Applicant at this stage of prosecution. 
Therefor, Applicant's arguments were found unpersuasive. 
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
